Stanton to appeal suboxone clinic decision

It took two special meet¬ 
ings and some discussion, but 
the Stanton City Council has 
decided that they will appeal 
a recent court decision allow¬ 
ing a suboxone clinic to re¬ 
main in operation. That vote 
came last Wednesday by a 5-0 
vote. Councilman Tommy 
Mays was not present as he 
was on vacation. 

At issue is the decision 
last month by Powell Circuit 
Judge Frank Fletcher siding 
with the Renewed You Clinic, 
the owners and the proper¬ 
ty owner where the clinic is 
located. Using some feder¬ 
al court decisions, Fletcher 
ruled that those who are pa¬ 
tients there could fall under 


the American with Disabili¬ 
ties Act. Those previous court 
decision in essence stated that 
people addicted to drugs and 
seeking assistance from such 
clinics could be considered as 
having a disability and cov¬ 
ered by the protections pro¬ 
vided by the ADA. 

Fletcher also ruled that oth¬ 
er businesses were close to the 
area, which the city has stated 
is a residential area. The sum¬ 
mary judgment stated that 
the property owner, a partner 
with the new clinic, Ann Ce¬ 
cil, worked in “good faith” to 
keep the utilities paid on the 
property. She also used “good 
faith” as she sought to find an¬ 
other doctor or clinic to use 
her late husband’s,

Moore pleads guilty 

DUI-Murder suspect takes 10 year deal 


Operation ROC II 
nets 15 drug arrests

The Mount Sterling man 
accused of DUI and mur¬ 
der in the death of a Clay 
City woman has decided to 
take a plea deal. Johnny D. 
Moore pleaded guilty to sec¬ 
ond degree manslaughter 
last Wednesday after his case 
went to mediation. The lesser 
charge will carry a sentence of 
10 years. 

Moore had been charged 
and indicted in the death of 
79 year-old Martha Vivian on 
Feb. 28, 2013 after state police 
say he was under the influ¬ 
ence when his truck struck 
and killed Vivian on Black 
Creek Road just north of 
Clay City. Vivian is believed 
to have missed her driveway 
just before 9:30 p.m. that 
evening and in an attempt to 
turn around in a neighbor’s 
driveway she ran into a ditch. 
Vivian then apparently went 
around the vehicle to check it 
out and was struck by a 1992 
GMC truck. 

Vivian was found several 
feet away from her car in the 


roadway, while the truck ca¬ 
reened off the road and ended 
up in a ditch almost directly 
across from Vivian’s home. 
She was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Witnesses told police that 
the truck did not attempt to 
stop or avoid Vivian. It was 
also noted that it had been 
raining earlier that evening. 
But witnesses also report¬ 
ed seeing only one person at 
the truck. Officers found the 
truck’s keys in Moore’s pock¬ 
et when he was searched after 
the accident. Moore was ar¬ 
rested at the scene. 

A blood sample was taken 
at the scene within the two 
hour time frame police try to 
obtain such evidence. State 
police reported in a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing the next month 
that his blood alcohol level 
was .140, nearly double the 
legal limit in Kentucky. 

Moore has claimed that he 
was not driving. That night 
he gave officers two differ¬ 
ent names of drivers and 
both were found miles away 
and according to police did 
not look to be involved. But 
his insistence that he was 



not driving has led to oth¬ 
er evidence being collected, 
including DNA. The Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney’s Office 
has been waiting for several 
months for DNA results to be 
returned from the state police 
laboratory. 

Moore was released on 
$25,000 surety bond and 
placed on house incarceration 
with a GPS monitoring device 
back on Dec. 11, 2013. His 
original bond had been set at 
$250,000 cash. 

Moore signed the guilty 
plea last Wednesday during 
a hearing in Powell Circuit 
Court. Vivian’s daughter, 
Joyce Carl, also signed off on 
the deal. 

Moore, if convicted of mur¬ 
der and DUI, could have re-

The Theme for Operation 
ROC II is simply, “Here We 
Go Again.” 

The Powell County Sheriff’s 
Office has executed what they 
are calling Operation ROC II. 
The original Operation ROC, 
Reclaiming Our County, took 
place last December and it 
netted 52 arrests. The sher¬ 
iff’s office released a statement 
through Deputy Ernie Dudle- 
son and is noted below: 

On Wednesday July 2, ar¬ 
rests began in Operation 
ROC II. Last week, the Powell 
County Sheriff’s Office Drug 
Task Force started arresting 
drug dealers throughout the 
county who had been indicted 
by the Powell County Grand 
Jury. Fifteen indictments were 
returned naming 15 individu¬ 
als with 45 counts of various 
drug-related charges. Most of 
those indicted were charged 
with multiple offenses on the 
indictment. 

After the December 13, 
2013, round-up in which 52 


individuals were arrested, 
Operation ROC II began on 
Saturday, December 14. The 
sheriff’s office once again was 
making informant controlled 
drug buys in an attempt to 
stop the flow of drugs into 
our neighborhoods. Powell 
County Sheriff Danny Rog¬ 
ers said that drugs were still 
being sold in the county, and 
so the Task Force was autho¬ 
rized to continue the under¬ 
cover operation in its pursuit 
of those individuals dealing in 
narcotics in the county. 

During the last several 
months, the Task Force has 
worked alongside the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police Special 
Investigations Unit and the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion, resulting in the arrest of 
several individuals who were 
transporting large amounts of 
narcotics into Powell County. 
The Task Force has also made 
controlled drug buys that are 
now being prosecuted in U.S. 
Federal Court in Lexington. 
The individuals arrested were 
operating out of different

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A sacrifice 69 years ago to be honored this Saturday 


Part of Hwy 213 to be 
named after WWII sailor

While many of us celebrat¬ 
ed our nation’s 238th birthday 
last week, a Powell County 
family was preparing for a 
memorial and celebration of 
sorts for a man who gave his 
life to ensure the freedoms we 
enjoy. And it is a man that his 
children can barely remem¬ 
ber, if they can at all. 

But a portion of Highway 
213 north will be dedicated 
in honor of Albert Martin for 
his sacrifice in defending this 
nation in World War II some 
69 years ago. His story is one 
of both history and the cost of 
freedom. 

Martin, son of Bun and 
Maude Martin, was born in 
Powell County on Oct. 22, 
1917. Martin grew up and 


married his wife Ruth. He 
had a son, C.B. Martin and 
then a little later another boy 
came along, Albert “Danny” 
Martin. As a lot of young men 
did in the early 1940’s he pre¬ 
pared to take part in another 
world war. He was inducted 
into the U.S. Navy on Feb. 25, 
1944. After completing his 
training at the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Center, he was 
assigned to the U.S.S. India¬ 
napolis. 

While serving on board the 
heavy cruiser Martin took 
part in the invasion of Iwo 
Jima and assisted with air 
strikes on the Japanese main¬ 
land. He and his shipmates 
also took part in the assault 
on Okinawa. 

During that battle a kami¬ 
kaze pilot crashed his plane 
into the Indianapolis. The 
ship was sent to Mare Island, 
California for repairs. Martin 


got to come back to Stanton 
to see his family. 

But the stay was cut short 
as he was ordered back to the 
ship and it set sail on July 10, 
1945. No one knew, not Mar¬ 
tin, not his wife Ruth who 
was now pregnant with a 
daughter, Carol Jean (Martin) 
Hollon, or his sons, that this 
would be the final voyage for 
the Indianapolis. 

The ship carried the world’s 
first operational atomic bomb 
to the island of Tinian in the 
South Pacific. The ship then 
reported to Guam and was 
ordered to go, without an 
escort, to meet with a battle 
group and prepare for the in¬ 
vasion of Japan. 

Over the objections of the 
captain, the Indianapolis set 
sail. Between Guam and the

Dr. Sam Cecil, building. 

The city filed a suit against 
their own zoning board of 
adjustments in February af¬ 
ter a conditional use permit 
was granted for the clinic. 
The city still contended that 
their own zoning ordinances, 
which have been in place for 
more than 20 years, does not 
allow the property to be used 
as a clinic again. The clinic 
owners argue that the proper¬ 
ty owner has kept the zoning 
classification despite not actu¬ 
ally conforming to the zoning 
ordinance. 

Under the zoning ordi¬ 
nance if a property which has 
been given a non-conformity 
permit does not perform that 
same use for over a year, then 
the property would revert 
back to a R-l residential sta¬ 
tus, if it is in such a zone. The 
clinic is in fact in a residential 


area. 

The building used to house 
the offices of Dr. Sam Cecil un¬ 
til his death in 2009. His wife, 
Anne, is the property owner. 
The clinic owners have stated 
that the property was grand¬ 
fathered in as a business. They 
claim that another clinic was 
there after Dr. Cecil’s death 
and that Ms. Cecil has oper¬ 
ated a charitable organization 
in the building. Cecil has not 
been questioned or cross-ex¬ 
amined in any court hearing 
about the property, but has 
filed a deposition, according 
to city attorney Scott Graham. 

But the city had countered 
in their new motion that the 
zoning ordinance is clear and 
that the other medical provid¬ 
er only used the clinic for part 
of 2010. There is no record of 
a clinic or medical facility be¬ 
ing licensed in that building 
for over three years. 

At the second of two special 
meetings held within a week, 
Graham advised the council 


that an appeal would be diffi¬ 
cult. “My job is to advise you 
honestly and this is an uphill 
battle. It will not be easy to 
overcome,” he said. “But I am 
fine with whatever you want 
to do.” 

“There was a meeting back 
in January where county offi¬ 
cials, myself, our police chief 
and even Denny Frazier, a 
candidate for sheriff, was pres¬ 
ent and none of us were in fa¬ 
vor of this clinic even though 
we were told that other elect¬ 
ed officials were,” councilman 
Linville Bellamy stated. “We 
are elected to represent the 
people of Stanton and several 
have told me they’re not in fa¬ 
vor of it. So I think we need to 
appeal this decision.” 

The city actually filed suit 
against their own board of 
adjustments, asking the court 
to send the case back to the 
board. The city claimed that 
the owners gave false and 
misleading information to the 
board of adjustments about 
the clinic and the drug sub- 
oxone. 

Four of the members of the 
board of adjustments was on 
hand at last week’s meeting. 
They did not seem happy 
about the information they 
had been given by the clinic 
owners. 

“When they came before 
us I had always known that 
building as being a doctor’s 
office or a clinic, so I didn’t 
think about it. It is sad it had 
to come down to the board 
of adjustments,” board of ad¬ 
justment member Chris Allen 
said. “There should be a feder¬ 
al or state regulation to moni¬ 
tor these clinics.” 

He continued, “I hate how 
it has been represented to the 
community that we would 
want it (suboxone clinic) in. 
We were given bad informa¬ 
tion and lied to several times,” 
Allen added. As for the court’s 
decision, Allen said that some 
of the decisions made by 
courts have “blown his mind 


several times.” 

“We all feel we’ve been led 
down the wrong trail and mis¬ 
led,” Mayor Dale Allen stated. 
“They have told people that 
me and other elected officials 
here were for it. Never said 
that.” 

Keven Morton, who pre¬ 
sides over the board of adjust¬ 
ments also spoke up. “I think 
the council should appeal,” he 
said. “I feel we were lied to.” 

Allen quickly stated, “You 
were if they told you I was for 
it.” 

The council went into a 
closed session for 14 minutes 
then came back into open 
session. In the open session 
council woman Margaretta 
Arnett made the motion to 
appeal the case and her coun¬ 
terpart, Dixie Lockard sec¬ 
onded the motion. It passed 
with a 5-0 vote. 

Graham stated that the ap¬ 
peal would be based on the 
council’s belief that the court 
did not apply the law proper¬ 
ly and that they disagree with 
the ADA argument. “That 
part of the argument was nev¬ 
er brought up in court,” Gra¬ 
ham said. 

The decision seemed to also 
indicate that the court took 
the property owner’s inten¬ 
sions over the actual zoning 
ordinance which have been in 
place for over 20 years or lon¬ 
ger. Graham did not have any 
comment about the zoning is¬ 
sue when asked. 

Graham said an intent to 
appeal will be filed and the 
case will move to the Ken¬ 
tucky Court of Appeals. There 
is no time table as to when it 
would be heard and if the city 
was to win the appeal it would 
be sent back to Powell Cir¬ 
cuit Court. Meanwhile, Allen 
stated that it was his under¬ 
standing that the clinic was 
basically open one day a week, 
though that could not be im¬ 
mediately confirmed.

ceived anywhere from 20 to 50 years in prison. Under the 
deal Moore would be sentenced to 10 years on the lower man¬ 
slaughter charge and receive 30 days for the DUI. He would also 
have a $375 service fee, his license revoked for 120 days and 
have to attend classes. Following the mediation hearing the re¬ 
sult indicated that “this is the most likely result should there be 
a jury trial.” 

In the deal agreement Moore admits that he “wantonly op¬ 
erated a motor vehicle in such a manner as to cause the death 
of Martha Vivian.” He also admitted he was driving his truck 
“while under the influence of alcohol.” 

Moore was also taken back into custody last Wednesday af¬ 
ter he was accused of testing positive for oxycodone during an 
“instant test” taken at the Montgomery Regional Jail on June 
26. As part of his bond and MCR restriction, Moore was to be 
randomly tested and had to stay away from drugs. 

Moore is back in the Powell County Detention Center and 
will be officially sentenced on July 23. He currently is being held 
without bond.

Car vs. tanker sends Wolfe County 


man to hospital after fiery accident

A two vehicle accident between a small Nis¬ 
san Sentra and a fully loaded tanker truck on 
Slade Hill could have been a lot worse Monday 
afternoon, but as of press time the driver of the 
Nissan’s condition has not been released. 

Powell County Dispatchers received a call 
shortly before 5 p.m. about a two vehicle ac¬ 
cident. The first calls indicated that a car had 
struck a tanker filled with fuel. The next round 
of calls stated that the car was catching fire and 
the driver was still trapped inside. 

Firefighters from Middlefork, Stanton and 
Clay City responded to the scene, as did offi¬ 
cers from the sheriff’s office, state police, Stan¬ 
ton and Clay City. The Mountain Parkway was 
shut down for well over an hour. 

According to the investigating officer, Pow¬ 
ell County Deputy Marty Tipton, the driver of 
the Nissan, Kevin C. Fallen, 31, of Campton, 
was heading eastbound on the Parkway when 
he said his accelerator got stuck. Fallen’s ve¬ 
hicle came upon the truck, driven by Eric D. 
Kingsley, of River, Ky. 

Kingsley said he was driving slowly up the 

hill “under 


the burden” of his loaded truck and saw Fall¬ 
en coming upon him. However, Kingsley told 
Tipton there was nothing he could do as Fallen 
struck the truck. The front bumper of the Nis- 
sa was actually stuck between the rear tires of 
the truck. Kingsley grabbed a fire extinguish¬ 
er from his truck as Fallen’s vehicle began to 
catch fire. He said that the car caught fire really 
quickly after the wreck. He told Tipton that he 
attempted to control it with an extinguisher 
that he carried in his truck, but it got out of 
hand too quickly. He was one of the people 
that helped to extricate Fallen before the fire 
took control. An unnamed passerby also as¬ 
sisted in getting Fallen out of the car. 

Officers said that Fallen had concrete blocks 
of some kind in his vehicle and that he may 
have been struck by some of them or held in 
the car by them. Fallen was flown to the UK 
Medical Center. The fire was quickly extin¬ 
guished once firefighters arrived on scene. 

Tipton said he had no new information on 
Fallen’s condition as of early Tuesday morning 
and that the accident was still under investi¬ 
gation.

parts of the southern Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The main distinction that 
we have found in the ROC 
II investigation was that the 
price on various drugs had 
gone up. “And they were not 
as readily available as in the 
earlier investigation,” said De¬ 
tective Larry Patterson. Now 
the sheriff’s office is going 
after those still selling drugs 
who were not arrested in the 
first round-up. 

Patterson said that he has 
heard many people question 
why go after the street level 
dealer. “Someone else will 
take their place as soon as 
they are arrested. This is true 
in some cases,” he said, “but 
we need to get the drugs off 
the street. So I believe the jail 
has a few more empty cells 
waiting for those who choose 
to sell drugs as a way to make 
a living or support their hab¬ 
it.” 

Chief Deputy Rog Mat¬ 
thews of the Powell County 
Sheriff’s Office says that we 
are fortunate in Powell Coun¬ 
ty to have two Judges, Judge 
Frank Fletcher in Powell 
Circuit Court and Judge Ken¬ 
ny Profitt in Powell District 
Court, who are dedicated to 
enforcing the law. “Also, to 
their credit, they are both be¬ 
lievers in drug rehabilitation. 
I feel they both want to see 
the individuals succeed and 
become productive members 
of our society,” Chief Deputy 
Matthews added. 

“Just putting these people 
in jail does not solve the prob¬ 
lem of drug abuse,” said John¬ 
ny Hurt a counselor with the 
PCCUAD program. “These 
people need another chance 


at life, and we see many suc¬ 
cess stories every day that 
show this is possible with 
hard work and determination 
on the part of the drug abus¬ 
er.” 

Sheriff Rogers has made 
the pursuit of drug traffick¬ 
ers in Powell County his de¬ 
partment’s top priority for the 
year 2014. “We have to get 
this situation under control. 
If not, it will only get worse 
We must act and act now 
to prevent the spread of the 
drug culture where the most 
important thing in their life 
is getting the next fix or dose 
of their drug of choice, not 
caring what happens to their 
loved ones or other people 
around them.”

This long 
running annual program has 
demonstrated over the years 
that reading is a fun family 
activity that can help establish 
a lifelong love of reading. But 
for those children who partic¬ 
ipate, there is an even greater 
benefit. 

Research has shown that 
children who don’t read or 
engage in enriching activities 
during the summer months 
suffer a phenomenon called 
summer slide. During the 
school year, middle-income 
and low-income children 
acquire reading skills at the 
same rate. Over the months 
of summer vacation, howev¬ 
er, low-income children often 
lose skills while middle-in¬ 
come children steadily gain 
reading skills. The reading 
losses experienced by low-in- 
come students over the sum¬ 
mer aren’t recovered during 
the school year. As these read¬ 
ing losses are cumulative from 
year to year, by sixth grade 
as much as 80 percent of the 
reading skills gap between 
children from low and mid¬ 


dle-income families can be 
attributed to summer slide. 

The public library is the 
perfect place to fight summer 
slide. Studies demonstrate 
that regardless of other ac¬ 
tivities, the best predictor of 
reading skill loss or gain over 
the summer is whether or not 
a child reads. 

The theme for each library’s 
summer reading program is 
chosen locally, but many sum¬ 
mer programs this year are 
emphasizing literacy, science 
and STEM (science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering and math) 
activities. Not only will youth 
have a great time, but those 
who read even as few as five 
books over the summer will 
make clear gains in reading 
when returning to school in 
the fall. Children who spend 
approximately 11 minutes per 
day reading over the summer 
score in the 50th percentile 
in reading skills, while those 
who spend 38 minutes a day 
reading score in the 90th per¬ 
centile. 

Participating in your li¬ 
brary’s summer reading pro¬ 
gram can be a great, free fam¬ 
ily activity that provides many 
hours of enjoyment and life¬ 
long memories while giving 
children an academic boost in 
the fall. Come to your library 
this summer to celebrate one 
of Kentucky’s great traditions 
- summer reading!

Attorney General discusses Master Settlement Agreement and how it has helped

In June, I joined Governor 
Steve Beshear in announcing 
a crucial settlement that re¬ 
stores certainty to Kentucky’s 
annual payments from the 
tobacco Master Settlement 


Agreement (MSA), providing 
essential funding to our farm¬ 
ers, childhood development 
programs, and public health 
initiatives for the foreseeable 
future. 

Kentucky joined the his¬ 
toric MSA in 1998 with the 
country’s four largest tobac¬ 
co manufacturers, and many 
other smaller tobacco com¬ 
panies subsequently agreed 
to sign on. The tobacco com¬ 
panies entered into the MSA 
with states and their attorneys 
general to repay hundreds of 
millions of dollars that the 
states had spent in the past to 
pay for the smoking-related 
illnesses of their citizens. It 
was the result of the largest 
class action lawsuit in the his¬ 
tory of the United States. The 
MSA also placed certain re¬ 


strictions on the way tobacco 
products could be advertised 
and branded, specifically to 
children. Gone are the imag¬ 
es of Joe Camel, the Virginia 
Slims Tennis Tournament, 
and the Winston Cup. 

Each year, the companies 
make payments to the states, 
and in turn, the states have 
the duty to enforce the terms 
of the MSA agreement by 
policing non-participating 
manufacturers - the tobacco 
companies operating outside 
of the MSA framework. More 
than a decade ago, the partici¬ 
pating tobacco companies de¬ 
cided to challenge each state’s 
enforcement efforts, and since 
that time, there has been a 
complex legal battle between 
the tobacco companies and 
the states over portions of the 


payments. 

An arbitration panel ruled 
last year that Kentucky did not 
diligently enforce the MSA in 
2003, during a previous gov¬ 
ernor and attorney general’s 
terms. This arbitration deci¬ 
sion resulted in a reduction to 
the MSA payment for 2014. 
While I disagree with that 
ruling, continuing to litigate 
this decade-long issue would 
have put the Commonwealth 
in grave danger of losing half 
of our $100 million payment 
for this year, and it would 
have left our payments in lim¬ 
bo for years to come, costing 
Kentucky millions of dollars 
in litigation fees with no res¬ 
olution in sight. This wasn’t 
going to work for Kentucky. 

That’s why I reached out 
to the tobacco companies to 


determine how we could get 
the train back on the tracks 
and work together to end the 
litigation and find an agree¬ 
ment that was suitable for 
all parties. The result is an 
agreement that fully restores 
Kentucky’s MSA payment for 
2014 and will result in a net 
gain of $57.2 million for Ken¬ 
tucky. 

To date, Kentucky has in¬ 
vested more than $400 mil¬ 
lion of MSA funds to increase 
farm income, diversify crops, 
and create business opportu¬ 
nities for farmers. We have 
also funded early child de¬ 
velopment programs and de¬ 
voted a significant portion of 
this fund to public health ini¬ 
tiatives, including anti-smok¬ 
ing campaigns and cancer re¬ 
search. This settlement ends 


a long-running dispute, and 
it will allow our Common¬ 
wealth to continue supporting 
these imperative programs 
and services. 

The settlement is one Ken¬ 
tucky can be proud of. This 
is great news for our farmers, 
communities, and health ad¬ 
vocates, and the settlement 
will continue to have a posi¬ 
tive impact on the Common¬ 
wealth. These funds are criti¬ 
cal to Kentucky, and we can’t 
afford to lose them. I appre¬ 
ciate Governor Beshear and 
his staff working diligently 
with my staff to hammer out 
a settlement that is good for 
Kentucky and will ensure our 
tobacco payments for decades 


to come.

It may be summer break, but legislature still 


working to help all Kentuckians

I was back in Frankfort at the end of June for 
my final Interim Joint Committee (IJC) meet¬ 
ings of the month The IJC for Local Govern¬ 
ment heard a report from the Auditor of Public 
Accounts Adam Edelen who investigated the 
Bluegrass Area Development District (ADD) 
which is a tax-funded economic development 
organization set up to be monitored by a board 
of local government officials. The investigation 
revealed troubling practices that were not eth¬ 
ical and spending occurred by employees with 
almost no board oversight. The former leaders 
of this ADD had free reign in their decision 
making on massive and improper spending. 
The Bluegrass ADD was engaging in multiple 
no-bid contracts, buying property and spend¬ 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars on em¬ 
ployee expenditures freely. 

This organization, which has a budget of 
over $24,000,000 annually from federal grants 
as well as state funds, often went outside of its 
main purpose and statutory authority, creating 
other programs and entities that engaged in 
unmonitored spending as well. Basically from 
the audit, it appears the ADD was laundering 
money within the organization to benefit the 
former leadership and business associates. 

Other findings of the investigation included 
large amounts of spending for employee ex¬ 
penses and travel without reason, a lump sum 
of $20,000 paid to the former director without 
documentation, bonuses from unused federal 
grant money, a large piece of property bought 
for half a million dollars with another half mil¬ 
lion spent on renovations through no-bid con¬ 
tracts, etc. This is a very disappointing report 
because it shows intentional misuse of public 
funds and a betrayal of public trust. The ADD 
is now under a new director, a much more 
hands-on board for oversight, and undergoing 
a culture change to right this agency. 

With this startling testimony, I am remind¬ 
ed that we need to keep our vigilance high on 
all government and publicly funded entities. 
Abuse of public funds puts all of us in peril as 
the misspent money takes away from needed 


services and productive and important pro¬ 
grams that benefit all of us. This investigation 
was initiated based on citizen complaints, and 
it shows how we all can have an effect on bring¬ 
ing wrong and illegal practices to light and put 
a stop to such behavior. The IJC will continue 
to monitor these findings and study more ef¬ 
fective ways to keep this from happening else¬ 
where. 

Additionally, the IJC on State Government 
convened that same day. We heard testimo¬ 
ny from the Kentucky Employee Retirement 
Systems (KERS) and its current litigation with 
Seven Counties Services, a mental health pro¬ 
vider organization that is under the state re¬ 
tirement system. Seven Counties sued to leave 
the KERS, and won. However, KERS is appeal¬ 
ing the decision. If Seven Counties wins the 
appeal and leaves the system without funding 
their portion of $90 million in benefits due its 
employees under the retirement system, 10 to 
11 other similar agencies who want to leave the 
system could possibly do so, leaving the system 
in the lurch for hundreds of millions of dollars. 
We will also be closely watching this appeal 
and working to craft legislation that will help 
the KERS have a better footing when involved 
in future lawsuits.

A recent case of a child left 
in a hot car in Georgia, caus¬ 
ing his death, has prompt¬ 
ed police to remind people 
about the dangers. 

The Kentucky State Police 
remind parents not to leave 
a child alone in a hot car as 
temperatures in the Bluegrass 
are on the rise. It may seem 
like common sense, but every 
year law enforcement agen¬ 
cies answer calls about unat¬ 
tended children in vehicles. 
The National Safety Coun¬ 
cil (NSC) reports that nine 
children have already died in 
2014 from being left in hot 
cars across the U.S. 

An ongoing study by San 
Francisco State University es¬ 
timates that since 1998, there 
have been 615 heatstroke 
deaths of children left in ve¬ 
hicles, an average of 38 deaths 
per year. Most of those deaths 
were children under the age 
of two-years. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryan’s Law,” which makes a 
person liable for second-de¬ 
gree manslaughter or first-de¬ 
gree wanton endangerment 
for leaving a child younger

than eight years of age in a 
motor vehicle where circum¬ 
stances pose a grave risk of 
death. The law was named 
after 11-month old Bryan 
Puckett, who died July 13, 
1999 after being left in a hot 
car by his babysitter. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Mi¬ 
chael Webb says most people 
know the dangers of leaving 
a child in a hot car, but each 
year these senseless tragedies 
continue to occur. 

“A child’s body heats up 
three to five times faster than 
that of an adult,” says Webb. 
“The temperature inside a 
car can rise 19 degrees in 10 
minutes. Together, this can be 
deadly in a very short period 
of time.” 

Kentucky’s last reported 
death from a child being left 
in a car was during 2012 in 
Louisville. The NSC reports 
that 44 children died last year 
from vehicular heatstroke in 
the U.S. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

• Never leave a child in an 
unattended car, even with the 
windows down. 


• Be sure that all occu¬ 
pants leave the vehicle when 
unloading. Don’t overlook 
sleeping babies. 

• Always lock your car. If 
a child is missing, check the 
car first, including the trunk. 
Teach your children that ve¬ 
hicles are never to be used as 
a play area. 

• Keep a stuffed animal 
in the car seat and when the 
child is put in the seat place 
the animal in the front with 
the driver as a reminder. 

• Place your purse or brief¬ 
case in the back seat as a re¬ 
minder that you have your 
child in the car. 

• Make ‘look before you 
leave’ a routine whenever you 
get out of the car. 

Webb says while a person 
will face criminal charges for 
leaving a child in a car, the 
pain and guilt from making 
such a mistake will last far 
longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep 
an eye out for children left in 
vehicles on hot days and to 
call 911 if they think the oc¬ 
cupant is in danger. 


Delaying Social Security could increase lifetime income 


Monthly Social Security Benefits Are Higher If You Wait 

(Example: A worker earns a $1.000 benefit at a full retirement age of 66)

Powell County residents 
who are nearing retirement 
age can increase their lifetime 
income if they can wait a bit 
to start drawing Social Secu¬ 
rity benefits. 

In Powell County 1,660 res¬ 
idents - or 13.3 percent of the 
population - are aged 55 to 
64. Those are the years when 
folks start thinking seriously 
about retirement. 

Workers can start taking 
Social Security at age 62. But 
for those who can wait, the 
benefits go up. 

“If you need Social Security 
early, take it - you’ve earned 
it,” said Virginia Reno with 
the National Academy of So¬ 
cial Insurance, a nonprofit 
organization based in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. “But waiting 
even a year or two can make a 
big difference in the long run. 
The extra benefits are there 
for life.” 

Payments increase by 5 to 7 
percent for each year of delay 
between ages 62 and 66, and 
by 8 percent for each year of 
delay between ages 66 and 70. 
The increases stop at age 70. 

For someone who can wait 
until age 70 to take Social Se¬ 
curity, the reward is a lifetime 
monthly benefit that is 76 
percent higher than if taken 
at age 62. 

For example, a worker who 
qualifies for a Social Securi¬ 
ty benefit of $750 at age 62 
would receive $1,000 by wait¬ 
ing until full retirement age 
(66 for people born in 1943 
to 1954). By waiting until age 
70, the retiree would receive 
$1,320 a month. 

The higher benefit would 
also be the basis for future in¬ 
flation adjustments. 

Around Kentucky, only 
about one in four residents 
who are currently receiving 
Social Security retirement 
benefits waited until full re¬ 
tirement age to start their 


payments, according to the 
Social Security Administra¬ 
tion. 

In Powell County, 1,675 
residents received retirement 
benefits from the federal sys¬ 
tem, according to 2012 fig¬ 
ures. 

The average recipient of 
Social Security retirement 
benefits in Powell County 
received $1,027 a month in 
December of that year. On 
an annual basis, that brought 
$20,640,000 in income to the 
area - 5.8 percent of all per¬ 
sonal income in the county, 
according to the Bureau of 
Economic Analysis. 

Getting the most out of So¬ 
cial Security benefits becomes 
more important the longer 
retirees live, said Leticia Mi¬ 
randa, a policy adviser with 
the National Council of La 
Raza, a nonprofit that focuses 
on Hispanic issues, including 
retirement. 

“You may be here longer 
than you think,” Miranda 
said. 

About half of seniors aged 
65 to 69 get most of their in¬ 
come from Social Security. 
Many have other assets or 
work part time. But for three 
out of four seniors in their 
80s, Social Security is the 
main source of income. 

Nationally, a woman who 
is 65 years old today can ex¬ 
pect to live until she is 86. For 
men, it’s 84 years. 

Another consideration is 
how the timing of benefits 
will affect a spouse’s income, 
Reno said. 

“If you are the higher earn¬ 
er in a couple, delaying ben¬ 
efits not only means a higher 
benefit for you for the rest of 
your life,” she said. “It also 
means a higher benefit for 
your spouse if she or he out¬ 
lives you in old age.” 

In more than half of cou¬ 
ples who are 65 today, one 
spouse will live beyond 90, 
she said. 

But residents of nonmet¬ 
ropolitan areas like Powell

County may have a harder 
time delaying their retire¬ 
ment. 

“In rural areas there is often 
a challenge as folks move to¬ 
ward retirement,” said Dean¬ 
na Sharpe, a personal finance 
professor at the University 
of Missouri. “They are more 
likely to face unemployment. 
Jobs are not as available. And 
when they are, they tend to 
pay less.” 

Economic downturns can 
also affect when people de¬ 
cide to start receiving Social 
Security, Sharpe said. 

“One of the coping mech¬ 
anisms during the recent re¬ 
cession was to pick up Social 
Security at age 62, even if they 
might not have planned to do 
that before the recession,” she 
said. 

Retirees need to make in¬ 
formed decisions, Sharpe 
said, but too often that doesn’t 
happen. 

“We find in surveys of fi¬ 
nancial literacy that quite a 
large portion of folks don’t 
understand the basics,” she 
said. “That’s a concern.” 

But retirees can easily 
find free or low-cost advice. 
Sharpe said many USDA Ex¬ 
tension Service offices can 
provide information on re¬ 
tirement planning. She also 
recommended nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations such as the Na¬ 


tional Endowment for Finan¬ 
cial Counseling and Financial 
Education (www.nefe.org). 

The Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration website (ssa. 
gov) has a calculator that al¬ 
lows workers to estimate their 
retirement earnings based on 
their own work records and 
estimated retirement age. 

And the National Academy 
of Social Insurance has mate¬ 
rials online about the impact 
of delaying Social Securi¬ 
ty benefits (www.nasi.org/ 
WhenToTakeSocialSecurity). 

With national discussions 
about Social Security fre¬ 
quently in the news, some 
workers may worry whether 
the system will be there when 
they need it. Sharpe said peo¬ 
ple should stay abreast of the 
issues. “That’s part of making 
an informed decision,” she 
said. 

But Reno said that should 
not influence a personal de¬ 
cision about when to draw 
benefits. 

“Social Security will be 
there if you wait,” she said. 
The system is fully financed 
for about the next two de¬ 
cades and is three-quarters 
financed thereafter, she said. 

“Despite what you may 
hear, lawmakers have some 
good options to fix the system 
for the long haul,” she said.

What about those 
beans? 

With the summer pro¬ 
gressing rapidly and the tem¬ 
perature well into its yearly 
crescendo, it is time for the 
beans, corn and tomatoes to 
ripen. No doubt this is good, 
but in my gardening experi¬ 
ences, there always seems to 
be some beans that just look 
terrible on the vine. Some will 
have spots and others have 
more bad spots than good on 
them. So what causes this? 
Well this seems to be the re¬ 
sult of a broad range of fungi 
that infect the bean plants; 
this class of fungi is referred to 
as anthracnose. In beans this 
will result in dark circular or 
oval spots on the bean pods, 
with brown borders and salm¬ 
on collared ooze in the center. 
This disease also affects the 
leaves and stems. Once this 
disease is seen in your garden, 
there is no way to cure it. You 
must attempt to prevent it. 

So lets say at this point, only 
a few of your plants are show¬ 
ing symptoms of anthracnose, 
from that point on it is im¬ 
portant to spray all remaining 
bean plants with a chloroth- 
alonil containing product at 
a seven to ten day interval. 
As always read and use these 
products according to the la¬ 
bel. In order to lessen the oc¬ 
currence of this disease you 
should plow under any bean 
crop residue left from the pre¬ 
vious crop, do not save seed 
from plants that may have 
had issues. Also sulfur spray 
or dust can lessen the chance 
of your beans contracting an¬ 
thracnose and using disease 
free seed will also help out. 

Got Worms? 

As always, what’s an exten¬ 
sion article without some sort 
of oddity? Well for this week 
we will address the unusually 
grotesque horsehair or Gor¬ 
dian worms that we may see 
from time to time, especially 
this time of year. These worms 
are named after horsehair 
because in generations past, 
many believed that they were 
shed horsehair that fell into 
water and came alive. In real¬ 
ity though, these worms are a 
parasite of insects, they ended 
up in your pets water bowl or 
the trough for your horses via 
a cockroach, grasshopper, or 
cricket that was looking for 
water. These brownish col¬ 
ored and four inch or longer 
worms writhe slowly in the 
water, which is where they go 
to lay their eggs. 


Are you a land owner in 
Powell County who needs fill 
dirt for your property? If so, 
the Kentucky Department of 
Highways will have plenty of 
dirt available this summer. 

State maintenance forces are 
planning a rigorous ditching 
program on state highways in 
Powell County this summer. 
They expect to have plenty of 
excess material removed from 
ditches, and are in need of 
places to dispose of the dirt. 


Within 24 hours of hatch¬ 
ing, the larva secretes a pro¬ 
tective coating to await con¬ 
sumption by an insect. Once 
eaten, the protective coating 
will dissolve and the larva 
will begin feeding on its new 
host. Once mature the horse¬ 
hair worm will leave the host, 
making its way to water, where 
it will lay its eggs. During the 
spring, these worms can be 
found in tangled masses in 
or near water where they lay 
their eggs. At one point in his¬ 
tory they were also referred 
to as cabbage-hair worms 
because they could be seen 
in water droplets that collect 
in cabbage leaves. There is 
no need to worry about con¬ 
trolling the horsehair worm 
because it is harmless. They 
are not parasites of humans, 
livestock or pets. The presence 
of a horsehair worm in water 
just indicates that its host died 
in or near the water you found 
it in. 

Beware of the Cicada 
Killers 

Powell County homeown¬ 
ers may be finding anoth¬ 
er menacing insect buzz¬ 
ing around their yards this 
month. Cicada Killer wasps 
are being found in the county 
and they are HUGE! 

Cicada killers attack cica¬ 
das, wasps, bees, even hum¬ 
mingbirds, if they get enough 
support. They dig burrows

in home gardens and lawns 
as they try to find a place to 
hide their prey for the winter 
months. Cicada killers occur 
in all states east of the Rocky 
Mountains and prefer to dig 
their burrows in full sun, in 
an already plowed, sandy soil. 
In spite of their large size, the 
wasps usually ignore people, 
but can give a painful sting if 
bothered. Mating males are 
somewhat more aggressive 
and more easily disturbed. 

Cicada killers overwin¬ 
ter in the soil and emerge in 
July. Emergence continues 
throughout the summer. Fe¬ 
males feed, mate and dig bur¬ 
rows for several weeks before 
preying on cicadas. Excess 
soil thrown out of the bur¬ 
rows form a u-shaped mound 
at the mound entrance. 

Females can be found 
searching around tree trunks 
and lower limbs, looking for 
bugs. The wasp stings its prey, 
straddles it then drags or 
glides it into their hole. 

If you find cicada killers in 
your lawn or garden, basical¬ 
ly leave them alone and they 
will leave you alone. If you see 
nesting sites in areas you must 
be in, spray mounds with Se- 
vin or aerosol wasp and hor¬ 
net spray. Avoid using petro¬ 
leum products in or around 
your garden produce.

The parcel will be surrounded by an 8 
foot high chain link fence (with 3 rows of deterrent wiring on top), with two 12-foot 
entry gates, and a 40foot man gate along the east fence line. There are not existing struc¬ 
tures currently at the Hinkle Communication Tower site. 

Per the National Environmental Policy Act (42 USC 4372 et seq.), Associated envi¬ 
ronmental laws, and FEMA implementing regulations for NEPA (44 CFR Part 10), a 
draft EA was written o evaluate the proposed actions and several alternatives’ potential 
impacts on the human and natural environment.

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after midnight on July 30, 
1945 two of six torpedoes 
fired from a Japanese subma¬ 
rine hit the ship. The first blew 
off the bow and the second hit 
a fuel and ammunition stor¬ 
age area. Communications 
went dead almost immedi¬ 
ately and the ship sank within 
15 minutes. Of the 1,196 men 
on board, just under 900 went 
into the water. The rest of the 
story of the crew of the India¬ 
napolis is horrifying. 

For three days the crew, 
many with just a kapok 
life-jacket on, fought off inju¬ 
ries, burns, salt water, fatigue, 
no supplies and an even worse 
fate - sharks. A pilot who was 
fixing his antenna acciden¬ 
tally looked down and saw 
the crew in the water early 
on the fourth day. Ships and 
planes came to help, but of the 
nearly 900 men in the water, 
only 317 survived. News of 
the horrifying event was de¬ 
layed. After all the war ended 
just 10 days after the sinking 
and it was felt that letting 
the relief of the war com¬ 
ing to an end sink in would 
help to minimize the tragedy. 
“From what we understood, 
talking to a representative 
from the Navy, he (Albert) 
never made it off the ship,” 
Danny Martin said in an 
interview on July 4. “I hon¬ 
estly believe that mother al¬ 
ways thought he would walk 
through the door at anytime.” 

Danny, along with C.B. 
and Carol Jean, will be part 
of the memorial and celebra¬ 
tion in honoring their father. 
With help from people like 
Mark Hawkins of the Am Vets 
Post #67, Powell County PVA 
Dustin Billings and State Rep¬ 
resentative Richard Hender¬ 
son, the section of Highway 
213 north from the intersec¬ 
tion with Highway 15/11 in 
the middle of Stanton and 
running to the Montgomery 
County line will be named af¬ 
ter Seaman Second Class Al¬ 
bert Martin. 

“I really don’t remember 
him, I was only 22 months old 
when he died,” Danny Mar¬ 
tin said as he went through 



folders and files of newspaper 
clippings about the Indianap¬ 
olis. “A lot of what we know 
we got from the people who 
knew him. I couldn’t find any 
of the survivors who knew 
him, but on a ship that size 
and everyone doing their job 
it is understandable when 
you look at how many are still 
around.” 

According to the organi¬ 
zation that honors the Indi¬ 
anapolis and their crew, only 
36 of the 317 survivors are 
still alive. “We used to go to 
the reunions. They used to be 
every five years and then they 
made it every three years and 
now I think it is every two,” 
Martin said. “But we haven’t 
been to one in a while.” 

Martin said that people in 
Powell County he knew as he 
grew up here that knew his 
father would tell him about 
the man he never really knew. 
“Everyone in town said he 
was good fellow, the pick of 
the litter,” Martin said when 
asked about his dad. “He was 
about 28 at the time, mom 
was three years younger. Of 
course he had brothers and 
sisters. I guess my uncle Bil¬ 
ly Joe (former county judge 
executive) and my aunt, Cla¬ 
rice Barnes in Montgomery 
County are the only ones left.” 

“They (the ship’s crew) had 
a tough job and they real¬ 
ly didn’t know exactly what 
they were carrying,” Martin 
said he has learned over the 
years. “They were out to seas 
for several days before the 
captain opened the orders he 
was allowed to open a that 
time. There was a Marine 
contingent on board to pro¬ 
tect the bomb.” When asked 
if it made him proud to know 
that the bomb his father’s ship 
delivered helped to end the 
war quicker, despite the fact 
he lost his father, martin’s an¬ 
swer was undeniable, “That’s 
alright with me.” 


Martin said he grew up 
with a mother that was “both 
mom and dad rolled into one” 
and grandparents who were 
loving and just strict enough 
to make sure he behaved. “My 
mom was a loving, caring, 
disciplinarian, a good moth¬ 
er,” he said with a smile that is 
reminiscent of a fond memo¬ 
ry. “She was A number one.” 
She passed away in 1986. 

Martin also said that his 
brother, C.B. Martin was quite 
intelligent and could remem¬ 
ber things and was very smart 
in school and throughout his 
life in things he did. His sister 
Carol Jean is just a joy. “I was 
not one that was very good in 
school. A poor student and 
I didn’t like to read,” Martin 
said about himself. “But now 
I love history and I love to 
read.” 

Martin, his siblings, along 
with state and county leaders. 
Court of Appeals Judge Sara 
Combs and possibly even 
Congressman Andy Barr, will 
be meeting for a memorial 
service this Saturday at noon 
at the Am Vets Post in Clay 
City. A little after 1 p.m. an 
escorted entourage will leave 
Clay City and head toward 
Stanton for the sign dedica¬ 
tion, which is set to begin at 
approximately 1:30 p.m. They 
hope to see a good crowd on 
hand to honor their loved 
one. 

Main Street from College 
Avenue to Halls Road will be 
closed during the dedication 
of the sign. 

“I know C.B. had talked 
about naming a park after 
dad and then a highway, but 
we both agreed you cannot 
do both,” Martin said as he 
began thinking about the up¬ 
coming ceremony. “It is nice 
to see him (father) honored. 
I’m not sure who all got the 
ball rolling, but we’d like to 
thank Mark, Richard, Dustin 
and anyone else involved. It’s 
nice to see this.” 

Despite losing his father in 
one of the most famous and 
infamous events of the war, 
Martin can see the historic 
value earns the honor. But 
to Martin and the people of 
Powell County, the humanity 
and loss of life, the life of a his 
loving father, to ensure our 
freedoms means a lot more.

The U.S.S. Indianapolis, a heavy cruiser, which carried President Franklin Roosevelt 
in the 1930’s on his “Good Neighbor” Trip and saw action in several of WWII’s major 
battles, was sunk by a Japanese submarine after unloading the world’s first atomic 
bomb.
